Artificial High Fever to 
Kill Germs.

According to Brandon the tem- 
peratures ‘of patients in . some 
cusea have risen as high as 104 
degrees, fe oh

comes of a tall family.

the doctor said that it seemed in- 
credible; but he’ would not go so 
far as to say it was impossible, 
Lying in bed for a length of time 
might, -he said, “increase. the 
height of » person who had pre- 
viously become a little shrunken 
generally, but there would be no 
bony . growth after twenty-five 
yenrs of age, unless the person 
was suffering from an abnormal 
glandular condition.

PROF. FLINDERS PETRIE AND

This. year marks the half-century 
of Professor Sir Flinders Petrie’s 
Egyptian, researches, which he is 
now following up in Palestine. His 
work there has filled 
gaps in Egyptian history, bringing 
to Nght scarabs which cover the 
whole period of the Hyksos: or 
Shepherd Kings. Two miles from

KEEPING ‘IN TOUCH BY 
: RADIO. a 


On - Sunday, July. 6, 1930, 
Shackleton’s historic ship Quest, 
specially chartered from her 
Norwegian owners, sailed from St. 
Katherine's , Dock,” London, on 
an ‘lexhibition which recalls: 
the exploits of the hardy adven- 
turers ‘of the middle’ ages who set 
out to open up the North ‘West 
passage. The expedition of 1980 
is known ag the “British Aretic| 
Air, Route Expedition” and has 
for its object the invesfigation of 
an. all-British Air Route Across 
the Arctic regions to Canada. © 

Mr. H. G. Watkins, himself an 
experienced explorer, heads the 
little band of fourteen men who 
include among their number, .sur- 
veyors, aeroplane pilots, wireless 
operators, geologists, meteorolog- 
ists and other experts. 

Unlike the advqnturous pion- 
eers of three centuries ago who 
started out with little more than 
good ships, stout hearts and the 
crude instruments, of the periad, 
the British Arctic Air Route Ex- 
pedition is thoroughly. well found, 
the equipment comprising aero- 
planes, fast motor boats and 
sledges for locomotion, the. most 
perfect of scientific instruments 
for surveying and the very latest 
types of radio transmitting and 
receiving equipment for maintain-) 
ing communication ‘not only -be- 
tween the various sub-expeditions 
and their base camps, but also 
with the outside world. ‘ 

The transmitting equipment is 
designed to operate on the short 
waves and will be erected at base 
camps, one of which it is intended 
to establish on the South. Eastern 
Coast of Greenland and another, 
which will serve as a main base, 
160 miles ‘inland on the highest 
part of the plateau. 

From the céntral base explor- 
ing parties with dog sledges will 
journey Northward, Southward 
and to the coast.’ * : 

The: receiving equipment: taken 
with the expedition consists of 
two Eddystone three valve re- 
ceivers manufactured by Stratton 
and Co., Ltd., of Birmingham and 
two Eddystone four valve receiv- 
ers, The smaller sets will .accom- 
pany the sledging parties while 
the four valve equipments will be 
installed at'the head bases. 

Both the transmitting .and re- 
ceiving equipment are fitted with 
Mullard valves and the intervalve 
transformers in the receiving 
gear are “Permacore”’ transform- 
ers supplied by the Mullard’ Wire- 
less Service Company, Ltd. : 

The vital importance of the 
radio equipment to the expedition 
will be understood ‘when it is 
stated that the meteorological sec- 
tion of the expedition will remain 
at the main ‘base on the top of 
the Greenland ice cap for.a whole 
year and that this: is the first 
occasion that an expedition has 
spent a winter at such a high alti- 
tude in the Arctic. The value of 
the expedition‘is well appreciated 
in official, quarters: and has the 
support of His ‘Royal Highness 
the Prince of Wales who Kas #qn- 
sented to become the Hon. Presi- 
dent of the organising committee.

Nanking, Sunday. 

The following ‘Officint Statement 
is issued by the Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs to-day: 

“Tt. has been recently reported 
that the principal participants in 
present rebellion against the Na- 
tional Government have gone to 
the length of establishing at 
Peking what is professed to be a 
government, with Yen Hsi-shan at 
its head. !

political power, from the National 
Government for the advancement 


of their own personal interests. 
With the National troops converg~

" “Lest, however, persons who 
are not well acquainted with the 
situation should be urged “by in- 
surgents to enter into any con- 
tracts or agreements having a 
pecuniary or “any other object it 
is hereby, declared, jin most un- 
equivocal terms, that any con- 
tracts or ‘agreements of whatever 
nature which may be made with 
the so-called Government at Pek- 
ing or with any rebels by’ any 
individuals, firms or corporations 


foreign as well a3 Chinese shall be, 
‘Yregarded as null and void. and 


having. no binding force whatso- 
ever upon the National Government 


and that any person or persons|: 


who should conclude such con- 
tracts or agreements’ shall be con- 
sidered to ‘have aided and abetted 
the present inaurrection. — - 

“It is further declared that 
those articles of antiquity now 


[kept in the former palaces ‘at 


Peking or elsewhere which are the 
property of the Chinese nation 
are not allowed to be sold or in 
any way disposed of and that any 
person or persons who should pur- 
chise or be ‘possessed ‘of ‘such 
articles shall be Hable to severe 
punishment.”
